HISTORY OF THE SLEEVE. 
'

The first approach among Grecian 


women to a tleeve was when they 
caught the folds ot the diploVIon at 
intervals across the upper part of the >t 
arm with either jeweled agrafe* or • 
buttons. This simple device has been 
Imitated in the sleeves of the sixteenth 
and eighteenth centuries, and more 
than once in the present day. The 
Saxon woman covered her arm close to 
the xvrist la a tight envelope of cloth. 
This sleeve was 
xvanu and useful 


rather than ornamental, and it is curi- 
ous that all through the middle age* 
the arm was similarly clothed. The 
dresses were generally more or less de- 
collete. while the sleeve extended be- 
yond the wrist and lay In a flat point 
on the back of the hand, permitting 
only the fingers to move. 


The Xorrnan woman dared not eman- 


cipate herself from the tleeve. but she 
dared diversify it. The Xorman woman 
was skilled in running embroidery, 
and to give her fingers freer play she 
buttoned her sleeve up to her elbow on 
the inner side of the arm. so that, 
xvhen occasion reqnire<l, she was fre» 
to unfasten and throw it lack. In the 
twelfth century the second or outer 
sleeve xvas elongated so mnch that it 
had to be knotted op out of the dirt- 
Indnstriousas the Xorman lady was. 
she must have found her embroidery 
tiresome at times, and her only re- 
sooree was to diversify as much as pos- 
sible her tleeve and her head-dress. 


The cut of the sleeve, as xvell as Its" 


shape, xras curious: and in the thir- 
teenth century the edges of everything 
— sleeve, gown and tunic — were cut 
into scallops. Rose leaves and other 
things were aptly imitated, and the 
satirists of the day were fierce in their 
disapprobation of this useless "slytter- 
in 7." as they called it. 


The open pendant sleeves required a 


lining, and ermine and other costly f ars 
xvcre used to line them. The fur was
